An{w. The Reman Forces were anciently divided into 
two parts, Auxilie <7 Legiongs, into Auxilary Bands 
and Legions. The Auxiliary were fach as the Neigh- 
bour Tributary Countries did fend in to the Remans : 
As for the Legions,they were a choice feleét Party taken 
out of all the Roman Souldiers, and were called Legions, 
ab eligendo from choofing. Rofin. Antiq.lib. 10. cap. 4. lup- 
pofes Romulus was the firtt Author of this Method, and 
his Legion at firft contain'd joco Footmen and 300 
Horfemen, afterwards he augmented it to 400 Footmen, 
whence it was called Quadrata Legio, but in Procets of 
time it encreafed unto the Number of 6000, which ft 
feldom exceeded, as Sigonine tells us, and of this 
laft Number it was accounted by the Romans at that 
time that our Saviour was in the World’; as alfo the 
#ews had the fame Computation, they being a mixt
